O A K L A N D — Two swiftly- 
quenched blazes s t a r t e d by 
crude fire bombs at a convales­ 
cent hospital and a private resi­ 
dence brought arrest today of 
three Negroes as Oakland's ra­ 
cial disorders continued into a 
third day. 
Five other Negroes were ar­ 
rested on a school playground 
by police who reported finding 
them making Molotov cocktails 
(glass bottles tilled with gaso­ 
line.) Officer said the Negroes 
had enough gasoline and bottles 
to make more than IOO. 
Under heavy police guard, 
classes resumed at Castlemont 
High School, the predominantly 
Negro school where 250 Negroes 
—both truants and outsiders — 
beat up five white teachers and 
three white students yesterday. 
The 2.700-student s c h o o l had 
closed down at noon. 
Morning attendance was down 
very heavily but school officials 
expressed hope that there would 
be a gradual return when par­ 
ents hear of the security steps. 
A school boycott, s t a r t e d 
yesterday by a group charging 
that Negro education in Oak­ 
land was inferior, was blamed 
by the superintendent of schools 
for feeding the disorders. 
Today Dist. Atty. Frank Coak- 
lcy said proponents of the boy­ 
cott—which dropped attendance 
about IO per cent yesterday— 


could be prosecuted for “ felony 
conspiracy.” 
Reinforced 
police s q u a d s 
moved 40 abreast down East 
14th Street last night, enforcing 
a curfew for juveniles under 18. 
“ The police didn't want you 
on the streets at all,” said Paul 
Robinson, 17, a Negro student a

“They said move along and they 
weren’t just talking.” 
Robinson said he saw several 
young Negroes throwing rocks 
and bricks at policemen, but 
added, “ It was Mickey Mouse 
compared to Third Street.” re­ 
ferring to recent rioting along 
San Francisco’s Third Street.

At the Motor Vehicle Depart­ 
ment headquarters here, girls 
began the enormous task of re­ 
writing on magnetic tape the in­ 
formation now stored on li­ 
censes and traffic records. 


COMPLETION DATE 
When the project is finished in 
1969, motor vehicle and traffic 
officials throughout the state 
will be able to get the informa­ 
tion as easily—and as quickly— 
as dialing a telephone. 
Information stored on tiny 
‘•flakes” of magnetic tape will 
be transmitted by a master 
cable to viewing screens or au­ 
tomatic: transcribing machines 
in motor vehicle and enforce­ 
ment offices in major metropol­ 
itan areas. 
Total cost of the project, built 
round an RGA “ Spectra 70” 
computer, will be $13.5 million. 
But Tom Bright, state motor 
vehicles director, said the sys­ 
tem will have paid for itself and 
produced a $1.7 million surplus 
by 1974-75. 


SAVINGS FORECAST 
Each year after that, said 
Bright, the system will save his 
department about $5.3 million 
by cutting clerical and storage 
costs. 
All the information about the 
state’s drivers and its ll million

will 
be 
stored in 27 “ data banks,” each 
just 5’ 2 feet high. They’ll ac­

Undecided Vote Holds Answer 


To Fatter Lawmakers7 Checks 


By ASSOCIATED PRESS 


The fate of a proposition that 
would 
hike 
lawmakers’ 
pay 
while curbing their outside ac­ 
tivities appeared today to rest 
with a multitude of voters who 
haven’t yet 
made 
up 
their 
minds. 
A State Poll report yesterday 
showed that a whooping 54 
per cent of the electorate is un­ 
decided about Prop. 1-a. which 
would revise about one-third of 
the State Constitution. 
Of those who have already 
taken a stand, said the poll, 33 
per cent favor the proposition 
and 13 per cent oppose it. In 
sharp contrast, the poll — copy­ 
righted by the Los A n g e l e s 
Times—found that 51 per cent 
of the voters favor Prop. 16, the 
so-called CLEAN Amendment 
aimed at toughening the state’s 
anti-pornography laws. The ini­ 
tiative measure is opposed by 
25 per cent of the voters, while 
24 per cent are still undecided. 
The poll findings might give 
some insight into the value Cal­ 
ifornia voters put on the recom­ 
mendations of their top candi­ 
dates for office. 
Both Democratic Gov. Brown 
and Republican challenger Ron­ 
ald Reagan have endorsed Prop. 
1-a. Passage of the measure 
would raise lawmakers’ pay 
$10,000 a year to $1,6000, im­ 
pose tough new conflict of in­ 
terest provisions and establish 
annual legislative sessions un­ 
limited as to time or subject 
matter. 
The pay raise and conflict of 
interest provisions aren’t actu­ 
ally in Prop. I - a. But they’re 
contained in a bill, already ap­ 
proved by the legislature, that 
would go into effect if voters 
pass the proposition. 
Brown, Democratic Lt. Gov. 
Glenn M. Anderson and GOP 
candidate for lieutenant gover­ 


nor Robert Finch all have come 
out strongly against Prop. 16. 
Only one of the four major can­ 
didates to back the initiative is 
Reagan, who admits—as Brown 
and Finch assert—that it could 
be unconstitutional. 
Prop. 16 would make juries 
rather than courts the sole 
judges of what is pornographic. 
It also would take out of the 
pornography law the phrase 
“ without redeeming social im­ 
portance,” which backers say 
has provided a loophole for 
smut peddlers. 
Finch was endorsed today by 
two of the Copley newspapers, 
the San Diego Union and the 
Sacramento Union. The day be­ 
fore, the two newspapers and 
eight others in the Copley or­ 
ganization backed Reagan over 
Brown. 
Finch also got support from 
U.S. Sen. George Murphy, R- 
Calif., who said he’d accompa­ 
ny the GOP candidate on a 


three-day airplane tour ol the 
state next week. 
Murphy said he would be liv­ 
ing to help Finch “ locate his 
elusive opponent ... Lt. Gov. 
Whatshisname.” 
Mayor Samuel Yorty ol Los 
Angles, the man Brown defeat­ 
ed in the June primary, said he 
thinks the Reagan - Brown con­ 
test is so close “it could go 
either way if one of the candi­ 
dates should blunder.” 
Yorty has declined so far to 
endorse either candidate. 
Assemblyman H o u s to n I. 
Flournoy, R - Claremont, said 
Democratic Controller A la n 
Cranston has appointed political 
allies with no real experience to 
state inheritance tax appraiser 
posts. 
Flournoy, COP candidate for 
controller, said that of 150 ap­ 
praisers, 26 are Democratic

The AFT Appears To Be Trying 


Dramatic Tactics To Gain Growth 


A straw in the wind appeared 
at Monday night’s meeting of 
the Novato Unified School Dis­ 
trict Board.

Federation of Teachers (AFL- 
CfOi members in the district 
arose to complain that some 
higli school classes were larger 
than the state averages. 


I I SHOULD BE NOTED that 
the AFT spokesman did not 
arise to speak of lack of equip­ 
ment and supplies (subjects of 
most complaints in a California 
Teachers Assn. stall satisfaction 
survey in the Novato district 
lasl spring!, nor of inadequate 
salaries, 
nor duty-free 
lunch 
hours, nor any ot the other com­ 
mon subjects of teacher com­ 
plaints. He complained about 
class size, 
This is a complaint that comes 


within “ working conditions." but 
, at first glance appears to have 
little to do with them. Too-large 
classes arc claimed by teachers 
1 to handicap the students for 
lack of sufficient personal attcn- 
; lion. 
Such a complaint is, there­ 
fore. calculated to enlist public 
sympathy. 


RECENTLY, THE TEACH­ 
ER S’ negotiating council in the

The AFT made the point there 
that “ salary is not everything.” 
When AFT teachers went on 
strike last month in Richmond, 
they did so in support of classi­ 
fied employees who were pro­ 
testing pay scales, among other 
things. But the AFT claimed it 
was striking also because it 
wanted money which the school 
board had granted in salary 
raises (atter negotiations with 
an all-CTA committee) to be 
used for needed supplies and 
equipment. 


AGAIN. SUCH A position is 
calculated to enlist public sym­ 
pathy.

THE AMERICAN FED ERA­ 
TION of leachers believes in 
the strike as a weapon to en­ 
force its demands. It gave Cali­ 
fornia a small sample in Rich­ 
mond. But in Michigan last 
spring, a strike started by lo­ 
cals of the AFT was joined by 
local teacher associations af­ 
filiated with NEA—which ha*- 
declared the strike is unthink­ 
able for “ professional teachers.’’ 
And the NEA supported the 
strikers! 


There are many “ straws in 
the wind” indicating that school 
boards 
may expect pressure 
from both rival teacher organi­ 
zations about a great ma n y 
other things besides salaries. 


THE NEA (and its Califor­ 
nia affiliate, UTA) finds itself 
on the defensive, and endeavors 
to outdo its growing union rival. 
The AFT, with minority mem­ 
bership in most places, must 
take dramatic steps to increase 
its membership. School board 


members, and many fine teach­ 
ers who just want to teach, are 
caught in the middle.

Officers Protest Riot 
Treatment Of Johnson 


HARRY F. BYRD 
Power for 50 years 


Former U.S. 


Sen. Byrd 


Dies At 79 


BER R YV ILLE. Va. (U PI)— 
Former U.S. Sen. 
Harry F. 
Byrd, one-time “ guardian of 
the nation’s purse” and for 50 
years the most powerful man in 
Virginia polities, died today at 
the age of 79 of a malignant 
brain tumor. 


A family spokesman said that 
Byrd, who had been in a coma 
since the first week in July, 
succumbed at 5:29 a.m. PDT. 


Byrd 
resigned 
from 
the 
Senate last November because 
of failing health and his eldest 
son, Harry F. Byrd Jr., was 
appointed to fill his seat. The 
younger Byrd now is engaged 
in a close campaign for re­ 
election to the Senate in his 
own right. 


The 
elder 
Byrd's 
political 
fame 
rested 
largely on 
his 
insistence 
on frugality. 
He 
handled 
his 
private 
business 
much the same way, building a 
weekly 
newspaper 
and 
a 
meager farm into a publishing 
and apple-producing empire. 


He moved into state politics 
when he was 28, and IO years 
later 
became 
governor 
of 
Virginia. He served in the U.S. 
Senate for 32 years where he 
became the long-time watchdog 
over 
federal 
spending 
as 
chairman 
of the 
Finance 
Committee. 


Byrd was born in Martins­ 
burg, W. Va., in 1887. He was a 
direct 
descendant 
of 
Col. 
William Byrd of Colonial fame, 
and was the eldest brother of 
the late Adin. Richard E. Byrd, 
the famed Polar explorer and 
iviation pioneer. 


Harry Byrd left school at 15 
to lake charge of his father’s 
nearly bankrupt newspaper, the 
Winchester (Va.) Star. At 20 he 
bought a few acres of apple 
orchards near his home and 
expanded them into one of the 
largest independent apple pro­ 
ducing firms in the world. 


While 
governor, 
he 
put 
Virginia 
on 
a 
pay-as-you-go 
basis, and the state still bears 
bis conservative label. As a 
senator, 
his 
batties 
against 
deficit spending by the federal 
government brought him into 
direct and bitter conflict with 
many presidents. 


SAN FRANCISCO < AP»—Off 
duty policemen and firemen ral­ 
lied in front of City Hall yester­ 
day to protest treatment of law- 
enforcement officers during Ne­ 
gro riots last month — and in 
turn were harassed by counter 
pickets. 


Speakers at the rally and 
signs carried by the officers 
protested in particular the sus­ 
pension without pay of patrol­ 
man Alvin Johnson, whose fatal 
shooting of a Negro boy trig­ 
gered the riots in the Hunters 
Point district. 


Johnson, 51, a resident of 
Mill Valley, has been on the 


San Francisco police force 23 
years. 
The officers also protested the 
stoning of fire trucks in the 
Hunters Point area. 
James Rourke, a Teamsters 
union business agent who spoke 
at the rally, said Johnson was 
“ prejudged, his family made 
the subject of ridicule.” 
Johnson said he didn’t intend 
to kill the boy, 16-year-old Mat­ 
thew Johnson, and had intended 
merely to fire in the air to halt 
the flight from a stolen automo­ 
bile. 
Terry Francois, the only Ne­ 
gro on the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors, said he was dis­ 


gusted with the rally and that 
it had “blatant racial over­ 
tones.” 
Some 400 counter demonstra­ 
tors picketed the rally across 
Polk street carrying signs say­ 
ing “ Keep Killer Kops off the 
Force.” 
The off duty officers had signs 
of their own, some of them 
reading: 
“ Sticks and stones will break 
our bones.” 
“ Support your fuzz.” 
“ Police and firemen work for 
you.” 
“ Citizens support law and 
order.”

Why Not A Ridge-Top 
Freeway To Seashore? 


Few works oi m an change the a p ­ 
pearance of our land as m uch as free­ 
ways, and once built, freeways have a 
way ol staying put. 
The State Division ol Highways is 
currently holding information sessions 
on its proposed Route 17. a freeway 


t h a t w ill cross the b e lly oi Marin, pro ­ 
vide last access to Point Reyes N a ­ 
tional Seashore and ease some of the 
present traffic congestion in the east­ 
ern side of the county. 
The division has set a public hear­ 
ing for IO a.m.. Nov. 14, in the North- 
o 
1 
gate Theater. Now is the tim e to be­ 
come informed, and Nov. 14 is the 
time to let your desires and y o u r opin­ 
ions be known. 
The division's plan shows four basic 
alternatives, and comm ents of division 
engineers so far indicate that the state 
may prefer the two southernm ost al­ 
ternatives. A route from the Green- 
brae interchange up Ross Valley or 
from Highway IGI up Second Street in 
San Rafael, w ould do the most to solve 
local traffic problems, they say. 
The state engineers argue this would 
not be true ol a ridge route from an 
interchange near the Civic C enter or 
of a freeway up Lucas \ alley. 
While there are four a lternates with 
several variations in the eastern sec­ 
tion of the county, the state provides 
limited suggestions to the west. The 
routes would all join at W h ite ’s Hill 
and go west along the ridge north of 
San Geronimo Valley. 
At Nicasio. as fa r as the state study 
goes to date, there are just two choices. 
One alternate would lead north of 
Lake Nicasio, the o ther to the south. 
Both would cut through the floor of 
charming Nicasio Valley, both would 
he close to the small v illage. 
T h e prospect of a freeway bisecting 
peaceful, pastoral Nicasio Valley dis­ 
turbs us. We hope it can be avoided.

All the public opinion polls 
showing a raise in the percent­ 
age of A m ericans who believe 
the pace toward equal rights 
is going too fast. 


A PROSPECTIVE backlash 
vote imperiling moderate and 
liberal candidates tor Congress 
and state office. 
These are stiff penalties for 
the nation to be paying be­ 
cause of the racial violence. 
The question is whether the 
cause of racial justice is going 
to be perilously slowed down 
by reversing 
President

among 
non­ 
whites, almost all Negroes, is 
twice as high. 7.8 per cent. 
The rate of sum m er unemploy­ 
ment among teen-age whites 
was 12 per cent, but more than 
twice as high among teen-age 
Negroes. 
Much of the rioting in the big 
cities has been precipitated by- 
Negro teen-agers. The terribly 
high 
unemployment 
am ong 
teen-age Negroes does not jus­ 
tify violence, but it goes a long 
way 
to 
explain 
frustration 
which generates violence. 


IT MUST be clear that ob­ 
taining equal rights under the 


law is the easier part of the 
problem of .securing racial jus­ 
tice. The harder part of the 
problem is how to overcome 
without frustration and vio­ 
lence - 
200 years of racial 
blight 
resulting 
in 
inherited 
poverty, lack of education, lack 
of decent housing, high unem ­ 
ployment. lack of skills to get 
better jobs. 


These 
are 
the 
conditions 
which cannot be speedily re­ 
moved by the magic wand of 
a new law. It takes time. 
I believe that most Am eri­ 
cans want to see government 
at every level acting faithfully 
to reduce these conditions and 
there is one thing, above all 
others, which civil rights lead­ 
ers. Negro and white, can do 
to help. 


TUFA

that they are as determined to

Integrated Fire, 


Sunnyvale, as I noted earlier 
this week, does not have a vol­ 
unteer fire department. Corte 
Madera does, and therein lies 
what I think is the major ar­ 
gument against a public safe­ 
ty system, integrating police 
and fire departments, in Corte 
Madera. 
It's rather an academic ques­ 
tion. anyway, because the vol­ 
unteer 
fire 
department 
is 
against the change. And the 
volunteer firemen, a group of 
men performing a vital serv­ 
ice to the community for token 
pay ($3 per man for each 
alarm or drill) carry a good 
deal of weight, and should. 


ADD TO THAT the fact that 
the policemen and the fire­ 
men are against it. for prac­ 
tical purposes the proposal is 
dead. 
The major argument in favor 
of an integrated system, where 
no distinction is made between 
firemen and policemen, is that 
firemen 
don't have 
to 
sit 
around the station playing pok­ 
er. waiting for a fire. 
But Lee Larson, Corte Ma­ 
dera’s one and only fireman, 
doesn’t have anyone to play 
poker with, even if he had 
time, which he doesn't. 


THE WHOLE QUESTION of 
public safety for Corte Madera 
arose after some citizens ask­ 
ed. reasonably enough, that the

new $25,000 substation be man­ 
ned. But if the city, as Police 
and Fire Chief Frank Nelson 
recommends, hires one or even 
two more firemen, they would 
still have enough to do man­ 
ning and maintaining two sta­ 
tions. 


And when the city has an ac­ 
tive volunteer fire department, 
one has to be careful speaking 
of public safety in terms of a 
savings in taxes. Particularly 
when the start of a public safe­ 
ty system would annoy the vol­ 
unteer fire department. 


THE CITY ALREADY has 
some of the advantages of a 
public safety system. Besides 
having a public safety chief 
and a public safety building, 
Corte Madera's communica­ 
tions are more integrated than 
those of Sunnyvale, the state's 
prime example of an integrat­ 
ed system.

GY days of my youth, we were 
taught to set our sights high 
if we hoped to amount to any­ 
thing. So. when I was 8. I de­ 
cided to pitch for the New 
York Giants and be listed with 
i m m or t al s like Chr is ty 
Mathewson and Iron Joe Mc- 
Ginnitv. 
By the time I was 12, how­ 
ler. I realized there were 
plenty of kids whose fast ball 
was faster and whose outdrop 
sank more than mine. So, a 
pragmatist. I l owered my 
sights and aimed at the presi­ 
dency. an arena where the 
odds were only IOO million to I 
against me. 
But now’ the population ex­ 
plosion has doubled those odds, 
and time’s running oui. Of 
course, 1968 is still a bit away 
and. though I would no more 
refuse a dralt than would Har­ 
old Stassen. I’m afraid even 
he has a better chance. 


STILL. IT MAY BE all tor 
the best. There are days when 
I do not envy LBJ in the 
slightest. 
For. even in normal times, a 
president has his hands lull. 
What with entertaining visiting 
firemen from places whose 
names he can’t pronounce, 
making sure the TV camera­ 
men shoot him from his best 
side and cutting ribbons so 
some dam can officially begin 
damming, a body hasn't much 
time for himself. 
But in a bye-eiection year, 
especially when the polls don't 
look so good, he must labor 
like a Stakhanovite trying to 
fulfill a five-year plan. Seven 
days a week on an around-the- 
clock schedule — and not a 
nickel for overtime. He must 
sometimes 
wonder 
if 
he 
couldn't start a presidents’ 
union, which would get him 
better working conditions. 


THUS, COME Columbus 
Day, he must fly to New York 
for the annual parade and as­ 
sure the multitude that he 
takes no stock in the vicious 
rumors that anybody else land­ 
ed on our shores before 
that famous Italian-American, 
Christopher Columbus. And, in 
an off-the-cuff remark, he may 
find a place to praise the cul­ 
tural value of Verdi and the 
nutrient content oi macaroni 
and pizza. 


But he knows that Novem­ 
ber is coming up. and it hap­ 
pens that various local candi­ 
dates are on the platform. And, 
for this occasion. LB J passed a 
modern miracle and showed 
the audience the unique spec­ 
tacle ol Robert Kennedy and 
Hubert Humphrey beaming at 
each other.

\T THE SAME TIME, by 
.sheer happenstance, Secretary 
McNamara announced that the 
draft call would not be raised; 
an administration spokesman 
said there was no necessity for 
placing controls on wages and 
prices; and still another said 
there was no immediate plan 
tor rationing (although it is 
widely reported that ration 
books have actually been or­ 
dered). There is obviously no 
need to fear any of these things 
’till after the election, unless, 
of course, you're a congenitally 
fearful Republican. 
Now all these good tidings 
combined to make cheerful 
headlines; and the President, 
w ho has complained lately of a 
slanted press, was undoubtedly 
buoyed by the presentation­ 
al^ reacted with grace. 


THE VERY NEXT DAY, he 
presided over a function to j 
which many of the craven GGP 
officeholders had been invited 
(and were too cowardly nut to 
show up).

Man's Use Of Fire Halted 
Brain Clock, Expert Says 
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DURHAM. N C. (SS)-The dis­ 
covery of fire freed man not 
only from the darkness, but also 
from a built-in dictatorial 24- 
hour clock, an eminent psycholo­ 
gist proposed today. 
Lower primates and some oth­ 
er animals are ruled by alter­ 
nating 12-hour periods of activ­ 
ity and inactivity, said Dr. Curt 
P. Richter of the Johns Hopkins 1 
University Medical School in 
Baltimore. 
But once man found fire. his 
clock became “ submerged” and 
he gradually inherited a capaci­ 
ty to function more evenly for 


longer periods of time said the 
psychologist. 
Dr. Richter told the autumn 
meeting of the National Acad­ 
emy of Sciences here that he 
believes this emancipation to be 
a fundamental element in man­ 
kind's advances over other 
animals. 
F'rom years of research, Dr. 
Richter has found that the clock 
will reappear in humans only 
under a b n o r rn a I conditions- - 
mental illness, head trauma, se­ 
vere shock, high fever and stress 
from constant light. 
The clock affects not only ac­ 
tivity, but changes mood and 


behavior as well, said Dr Rich­ 
ter A manic-depressive patient. 
tor instance, will often be manic 
for 12 hours, then shift .sharply 
into depression, he said. Schizo- 
phrenics may show severe pa- 
| Biology for 12 hours, followed by 
a slight letup for the next 12. 
Dr. Richter believes the 24- 
iiour cycle is based in a group 
of brain cells in the hypothala­ 
mus. Through evolution, these 
cells have developed an inborn 
rhythm of their own and are 
now independent of everything 
on the outside, including light. 
and darkness. Animals blinded 
from birth still possess an ex- 
traordinarilv a c c ur a t e clock 
even though they cannot see 
light, he said 
Dr. Richter’s theorv is that in 


man. the cells become desyn­ 
chronized and only regain their 
rhythm as a result of some kind 
I of shock 
That the cluck is based in the 
hypothalamus is borne out by 
animal experiments, he said. 
Lesions in that part of the brain 
will destroy the cycle.
